Unhapplly for Wheel-
ing there were dog-in-the-chambar peo-
ple then as there are now, as the nu-
thortties refused.to entertain the propo-
sitlon of these energetic and progres-
sive ‘citizens. 'The scheme was ably
advocated at’that time by James E.
Wharton, proprietor of the Wheellng
Times, :

Those.were brave days for Wheeling,
for in Mr. Glll and Mr. Hardman it pos-
segeed men who had faith In the old
town, 'and who spent thelr money In
improving it. The old Atheneum, de-
stroyed by fire after the close of the
civil war, bullt by Mr. Gill; was o thex-
tre whose appolotments -and seating
capacity clearly oulelassed any of our
modern bandboxes. .
